The map on the opposite page will show numbers "1" through 
"14", By piecing together numerous stories and searching 
records, this will show pretty well the route and experiences 
Arthur O'Neal took to arrive in Mississippi territory from 
the time he landed in Charleston, SC, with his family when 

he was only three years old. 


1) Arthur O'Neal, born 1765, arrived in Charleston, SC, from 
Belfast, Ireland, on February 13, 1768, on the brig, 
"Dungannon". 


2) Soon the O'Neal family are in Georgetown, SC, setting up 
warehouses to import and export. Arthur, at an early age, 
is working in warehouses and a merchantile business "learn’ ne 
the trade." His father adopts an orphaned Indian boy of t':3 
Cherokee Nation that is the same age as Arthur. 


3) A family plantation is built along the PeeDee River betweer. 
Georgetown and Darlington, SC - actually closer to Darline on 


4) When Arthur is about thirteen, with "The Indian", they are 
scouting for the German General D'Kalb. At a small count, 
church in northern South Carolina, they meet Andrew Jacks, 
his brother, and his mother. 


5) By the time Arthur is eighteen, he is running a trading pos’ 
within the bounds of the Cherokee Nation, and is courting 
Hannah Benton of Darlington. She is a sister of Col. Lemt 1 
Benton, a highly respected Revolutionary War officer. 


6) As time goes by, a second "Trading Post" is established. 
7) Then there's a third, and Arthur also trades with the "Cree}". 


8) A fourth trading post is established at (or near) Huntsvill ., 
AL. These expansions are taking place over a period of 
twelve to fifteen years, and Arthur has become an expert 
at dealing with Chieftains of several tribes and languages 
He has "trading partners" whom he has taught well to keep 
the trading posts and help "The Indian" and "Hark" deliver 
goods crafted by the Indians to his father's warehouses; 
then bring items imported by his father back to his tradin- 
post on return trips. 


Huntsville is a more peaceful place, and Arthur's business 
has grown into a small empire run by capable people. He 

and Hannah had talked of marriage from the time they were 
eighteen. Neither had ever married, and suddenly they are 
both thirty-five years of age. Arthur was so dedicated to 
his business, and he didn't feel comfortable bringing Hann- 2 
onto the frontier with him. But now, he's ready, and he 
makes a trip (one of many) down to Darlington. This time, 
is to persuade Hannah to come live with him at Huntsville. 
She agrees to marry and return with him. 
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9) When James is about to be born in 1801, Hannah is very 
much afraid without doctors around so it is arranged for 
her to be escorted by Andrew Jackson and a few of his men 
to the Hermitage, where she will be cared for through the 
birth of her first child. Arthur and Andrew had become 
good friends by now, and Hannah was comfortable with Rache~ 
and the doctors available from Nashville, Tennessee. 


10) By the time William was to be born in 1803, Hannah had 
literally "burned out" with frontier life, and had returne 
to the Benton mansion, back in Darlington, for his birth. 
Arthur was so wrapped up with his business, he did not see 
his second son for three or four months after his birth. 
By the time she returned to the frontier, Arthur had 
provided her with a nice home near Talladega, AL, where 
he had gone into business with Alexander McIntosh. They 
kept a commissary in support of General Jackson's troops. 
They were more comfortable there, had a good social life, 
and tutors for the boys. 


11) When the Creek uprising began, the O'Neal's first took 
refuge at Fort Jackson, but soon Hannah and the boys were 
being escorted by some of Jackson's troops to safer ground 
in the basin of the Singing River at the Dickey Plantation. 


12) "Little River" is where Red Eagle (William Weatherford) gre 
up on his father's plantation. His mother was a Creek 
Indian, and soon young Bill Weatherford had become "Red 
Eagle", and headed up the Creek warriors. The Creek's 
lost a final battle at the "Horse Shoe Bend", and afterwar¢ 
Red Eagle turned himself in to General Jackson.

13) Bayou LaBatre, just south of Mobile, is where Arthur had 
a serious conflict with a trading partner. 


14) On the north side of the Dickey Plantation, Arthur had a 
small plantation built and named it "Tara". He and Hannah 
lived a comfortable and peaceful life there on the banks c™ 
Black Creek, with their two sons. Arthur and Hannah died -4 
and each of their two sons married Dickey girls; each coup: > 
had five sons and three daughters; each named a daughter Kk: 2 
and their youngest son, Elijah. By now descendents of Art «2 
and Hannah (Benton) O'Neal are everywhere. They truly hav 
made a difference.

COLONEL LEMUEL BENTON of DARLINGTON once placed ARTHUR 

to guard some prisoners-of-war at The Bull-Pen near 

KOLB'S Ferry. The Kolb's were kin to the Benton's. 

A squad of deserters, (captured Tories) were put in 

the Pen. Their Tory-leader escaped and Arthur rode 

after him and soon brought-him-in. He looked to ARTHUR 

like one of the relatives of the Newberry Co. O'NEAL’S, 

who lived in Union Co., S.C., whom Arthur knew had 
turned-Tory. Colonel Benton ordered Arthur "to make 

an example of him - hang him immediately on-the-spot". 

The shocked youth fumbled around, swallowed hard, and 

with the help of a kindly old man, proceeded with his 
grissly task. THIS MADE ARTHUR SICK. Capt. John 

McIntosh and General Dekalb appeared on the scene, and 
assured him the victim was not the person he thought

It had been some years since [ had visited Carnton, though 
I often visit the cemetery as do my _ grandchildren.

The guides at Carnton now tell us that after 
the battle the McGavocks moved out of the house as it was 
turned into a hospital for amputations. They tell us the 
family stayed on the top story of an adjacent building. 
When I was last there before there were blood stains 
showing on the floor of only one second-floor room. Now 
much more paint has been stripped off the floor and every 
second-room floor shows blood stains some in the _ outlines 
of bottoms of buckets.

I think I have another picture for you, Preston Bond, 
brother of Wilkin and Martin in a suit made by Pres's 
mother Lydia Nelson Bond (Russel's wife). I suspect she 
also made the three suits in the Bonds' picture on your 
page 31. Pres's picture that I can find is one of 5 in the 
Bond family found on a large piece of paper in the house 
Polly Ann homesteaded at Lyman, a copy of which was _ sent 
to me by my cousin, Bill Lowery. Pres, the youngest boy 
in the family, served in the 5th Battalion. 


Alma Hickman (one of mother's mentors) once wrote a 
short story about searching the swamps towards the end of 
the War for a 16-year-old being helped by his family to 
avoid service towards the end of the War. Tt's very well 
written. If you want a copy of it I look for it. 


Pres Bond's house (turned 90 degrees from its original 
orientation) is on Highway 49 just north of Wiggins near 


the town of Bond. (There is a picture of the house in my 
mother's book.) My grandmother Sarah Lydia Herrington 


(born 1868) attended school in Pres's house with several 
other children of her age, including, I think, Willard F, 
Bond, later Superintendent of Mississippi schools. 
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Pres survived the War along with his sisters Nellie, Mary 
(Polly) Ann Bond (my great-grandmother), Kizzie, and 
Delphi (Adelphia). Their brothers Wilkin & Martin in the 
Third Mississippi did not. Pres Bond applied for a_ pension 
and I have sent for a copy of his application. 


Martin & Wilkin Bond 


As you know, Martin with Company H of the Third 
Mississippi Infantry was killed on the battlefield at 
Franklin and Wilkin of the same company was wounded 


there. I don't know which of the 41 house/hospitals in 
Franklin he was in but like your ancestor he was taken 
prisoner on December 17 (or thereabouts) when the 
Confederates had to abandon their wounded as_ they 
retreated from Nashville and south through Franklin. I 


don't think he was hospitalized at Carnton because that 
house may have been used exclusively for amputations and 
there never has been a hint that Wilkin had a limb 
amputated. (He may have gone to Camp Chase via 
Louisville. That was the way my great-grandfather John 
Milton Herrington of the Live Oak Rifles was sent after 
being wounded in the left hip at Franklin and also the way 
Cephas Bond.) Wilkin died at Camp Chase of variola in 
March 1865 just before the end of the War. Having read 
that on Aunt Grace's UDC application, I found out that 
variola is an old name for smallpox. (I have also 
encountered the noun ‘"'varioloid.") Typical of a country boy 
not to have been vaccinated although vaccinations against 
smallpox had been available at least in U.S. cities since the 
late 1794.. 


I once recalled that my mother had told me that her half- 
sister Grace (daughter of Delphi and my _ grandfather 
Herrington) was a member of the UDC. Grace married a 
judge in Alabama and [| think my mother thought the UDC 
application was part of Grace's efforts to raise her own 
social status. (I remember being told something about fox 
hunting as part of that famiy's life style.) I have had 
trouble getting in touch with the UDC (and it always seems 
to be the weekend when I go through Richmond) but some 
years ago I send a copy of mother's book to them as a 
lagniappe and asked them to send me copies of Aunt 
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Grace's application. They did. That's how I first found 
out about Wilkin and Franklin and Wilkin's death by 
variola at Camp Chase, Ohio, none of which I had ever 
heard of. As a matter of fact I thought until then that you 
had to be a direct descendant of a veteran to join the UDC, 
which of course upon reflection would make no sense _ since 
a large portion of the soldiers were unmarried 17-year- 
olds. 


Much later I found Martin's, Russel's, and -Wilkin's picture 
marked on the back with a label pasted by my grandmother 
which you printed in your book on the 3rd Mississippi. 


That was before Nancy moved to Nashville so when she did | 
I drifted to Franklin on my first visit, never expecting to 
find Martin's grave. To my surprise I found "M. Bond" 
listed in the booklet based on Mrs. McGavock's handwritten 
list of the soldiers buried in the Confederate Cemetery 
which she and her husband gave two acres for. 


As to Wilkin's grave at Camp Chase, I learned from a Civil 
War magazine that there was going to be a re-enactment at 
Camp Chase, Ohio, at a time I was driving south anyway. 
(I couldn't figure out how they would do a reenactment in a 
cemetery which is all that is left of Camp Chase.) But I 
went and found Wilkin's grave. One of the speakers at that 
re-enactment mentioned that in the 1890's (and maybe 
before and after) railroad carloads of flowers were shipped 
to Camp Chase cemetery from Southern families, probably 
on Memorial Day. I am sure I am the first member of the 
family who has visited both Martin's and Wilkin's grave or 
maybe either grave. 


At the Battle of Franklin reunion of descendants in 2002. I 
found three other women with ancestors who were sent to 


Camp Chase. Apparently there was a smallpox section of 
the camp to which at least one prisoner, not ill with 
smalllpox, was sent as punishment. That must have heen 
the section of the prison where Wilkin died. We four 
women have formed a "Camp Chase caucus" among the 


Franklin descendants. 
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Cephas_ Bond 


Cephas Bond, also of Company H of the 3rd Mississipi, was 
a much younger brother of my _ great-great-grandfather 
Russel (don't know which is his spelling is Russel or 


Russell; I have seen it both ways). Lou Anderson's Bond 
genealogy says Cephas is found in the records as Seaford, 
Seaborn, Josephus, and Seaphus. His father was Lt. 


Colonel John Bond whose descendants (including Cephas's) 
have a reunion each year on the Sunday before Labor Day 
at Flint Creek Park near Wiggins. I have been attended it 
five times including 2002. According to Lou Anderson's 
mammoth book on the Bonds, Cephas_ enlisted as a 
Confederate soldier on October 8, 1861 at Pass Christian. 
He was wounded = at Franklin and taken prisoner on 
December 14, 1864. He was transferred from Franklin to 
Louisville, then to Camp Chase, and then to Pt. Lookout, 
Maryland, and was released on June 9, 1865 after taking 
the Oath of Allegiance. On June 14, 1865, he was sent 
from the Provost Marshall General, Washington, D.C. to 
Harrison County, MS. 


Lou Anderson writes that family legend says that money 
was not provided and that Cephas walked (or managed (for 
horseback transportation) the entire way home. (I didn't 
think money was ever provided for Confederates to return 
home at the end of the War.) Ms. Anderson writes that 
Cephas never recovered from the Civil War wounds and 
remained in poor health after the War, taking his life with 
a shotgun about 1906, according to his widow's application 
for a _ pension. 


John Milton Herrington 


As to John Milton Herrington (my great-grandfather) as a 


Confederate soldier. it is family tradition supported by 
your book To Live and Die in Dixie. by documents from 


microfilm at the Pascagoula library from the Mlississippi 
State Archives, and by his second wife Mary E. 
Herrington's application for a widow's pension, and from 
page 386 of your book that he was a member Company A 
of the Third Mississippi, the Live Oak Rifles (which figures 
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since the Herrington place was in Jackson County at its 
northern border with George County by the confluence of 
Red and Black Creeks) and that he was wounded at Franklin 
in the left hip. The documents and the application state he 
was sent to Camp Chase. (Mary Herrington refers to it as 
Camp Chase, Maryland. If, like Cephas, John Milton was 
sent from Camp Chase, Ohio, to Pt. Lookout, Maryland, in 
making out her pension application 60 years later Mary 
Herrington may have blended the two _ locations.) 


The family history comes from my first cousin Elizabeth 
Sulteen, daughter of Bess who was my mother's half sister. 
Bess like my mother was a granddaughter of John Milton. 
Bess told her duaghter Elizabeth that her daddy (C. A. 
Herrington) told her he remembers his father coming home 
from the War, limping, perhaps walking up a long road 
toward the house. (A long road lined on both sides with 
trees--or am I confusing that with Gone With the Wind?) 
C. A., John Milton's youngest child and only boy, 
remembered that when his sisters sighted John Milton a 
long way off and recognized their father they started 
crying and he didn't understand why they were crying. 
Daddy was coming home and to this Ll-year-old boy that 
was no reason to cry! 


John Milton was walking home from Camp Chase unless he 
had been sent to another prisoner of war camp as Cephas 
was. Why his papers are John C. and we know him as John 
Milton, I don't know, but it is the same person. 


On page 554 of your book he is listed in the Live Oak Rifles. 


John Milton subsequently became a justice of peace in 
Jackson County and held other public offices. His first wife 
was Phoebe Jones and after she died he married Mary Byrd 
Fairley, “widow" of Matthew W. Fairley. The Fairley place 
apparently adjoined the Herrington place near the 
confluence of the creeks. It seems that Matthew was also 
a Live Oak Rifle and you list him as M. W. Fairley. Mary 
Fairley was apparently, at least after the War, an 
annoying, abrasive, critical, and irritating woman, no fun 
to live with or have visit. There are a lot of Fairleys. still 
left around Wiggins and Jackson County so the family 
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history is alive and well among them and the O'Neals. My 
cousin Arl O'Neal of Wiggins told me that a lot of people 
think Matthew wasn't killed, "he just took off." (Still 
talking about 1865 as if it was yesterday! This is as close 
as I have come to Faulkner's comment that in the South 
“the past isn't dead, it isn't even past.) Two O'Neals 
married into the Werrington and the Fairley families and 
this is probably where Arl got the comment. 


Arl also told me that in the middle of the War there was a 
crisis in the Fairley family, Sarah Belle was sick and about 
to die, when Confederates came to bring Matthew Fairley to 
be a_ soldier. He pleaded to be left at home until the crisis 
was over but the men who came for him refused to allow 
him the time. 


John Milton Herrington is buried in a very small three- 
grave family cemetery just off an old logging road in what 
were once heavy woods on land now used for hunting. Since 
I first saw the graves International Paper has clear cut the 
land but fortunately not immediately around the’ graves. 
The little graveyard is near where the Fairley place would 
have been and the first burial there was of Sarah Belle 
Fairley, a daughter of Matthew and Mary Byrd Fairley 
who died in 1863 during the War. (It must have been her 
approaching death which Matthew pleaded when he _ didn't 
want to go with the soldiers.) The graveyard is near the 
junction of Black and Red Creeks and I once saw there a 
sign on a board’ that said "Herrington Landing.” It is no 
longer’ there. 


Arl said that in the 1880's one of John Milton's daughters (1 


think Aunt Eliza Herrington O'Neal, Arl's grandmother) put 
a tombstone (engraved for John Milton) in a wagon and 
drove it eross country to mark her father's grave. It must 
have been a very rough and bumpy trip. She left a road 


where Highway 49 now is and drove the wagon across 
bumpy fields to Jackson County. I needed Arl to help me 
find the tiny cemetery because rutty and muddy back 
roads have to be traversed and they are full of holes and 
but Arl is gone now. He died on December 23, 1999. He 
was, like me, a great-grandchild of John Milton. 
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Mary Herrington is buried in another cemetery on flat land 
near a field which Arl showed me. She applied for a 

widow's pension on John Milton's record and I got a copy of 
her application from the Pascagoula Library genealogy 
section. Mary died in 1928. 


Cincinnatus Abernathy Herrington 


My grandfather Herrington was killed in December 1923, 
three months before I was born. He was called "Nat" in 
Wiggins. He was driving his truck across the Gulf & Ship 
Island tracks near McHenry when his truck was hit by a 
train he didn't hear coming. 


My mother said he often talked about his fear as a young 
boy of the Yankee cavalry who rode across Mississippi from 
Baton Rouge in December 1864 in Davidson's raid. They 
had been sent to cut Hood's supply lines on the northbound 
Mobile & Ohio railroad in Alabama close to the Mississippi 
border. When the Yankee cavalry reached the Pascagoula 
River in December 1864 it was too flooded to cross, even 
by ferry, so they went down the west side of the river to 
the Gulf Coast. They rode through the Ramsay place, the 
O'Neal place, and many other farms and homes. 


The Yankees in Mississippi were sending boys and old men 
as prisonersto Fort Massachusetts on Ship Island in the 
Gulf. C.A. was 11 years old. As the Yankees reached the 
Herrington place, C.A. hid in his family's corn crib which 
had pumpkins piled close to the roof. Scared to death, he 
stayed there during the raid without making a sound while 
the pumpkins dropped on his head (Plump, plump, 
plump"). In later life he told this story often. By the time 
my mother heard the story 35 years later, Nat made it 
sound very funny. 


Arl had a Davidson's raid story which [I never wrote down 
because [ thought we would have a lot more time together 
so [I remember it only in outline. His O'Neal ancestors (a 
set of brothers) were not enthusiastic about the War and 
didn't serve. Whether they hid out in swamps I was _ never 
sure. They constituted themselves a "Home Guard" and 
rescued at least one woman whose house had just been 
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entered by Yankee raiders. The O'Neal brothers had 
spotted the cavalrymen's horses tied up to her porch rail. 


My mother's high school classmate Walline Skoglund 
Batson toldus the story of her grandmother Ramsay who 
sewed her silverware in the hems of her skirt and moved 
her feet slowly and carefully in tiny flat sliding steps so 
the Yankees wouldn't hear the silver clink. 


There is another’ family's tale of the raid in Four Centuries 
on the Pascagoula. I wanted to gather more of these 
stories but it's hard to do it without Arl. 


William Dallas  Cruthirds 


According to my _ great-grandmother's application for a 
pension my great-grandfather William Dallas Cruthirds rode 
with Forrest. In Mary (Polly) Ann Bond's application for a 
widow's pension from Stone County she says he did. TI have 
sent for a copy of the original application. 


William Cruthirds was in the 15th Confederate Cavalry (not 
a Mississippi unit) which was apparently under Forrest's 
command. He would have been 17 at the beginning of the 
War in 1861. I found a lot of microfilmed military records 
on him in the Pascagoula library but they were not too 
informative. 


He is buried in a little family cemetery of Cruthirds and 
Sweatmans off Cowan Road north of Pass Road near Bayou 
Bernard, carefully walled off from a new subdivision. It 
is near Handsboro and very near where the location of the 
old Cruthirds homestead which no longer stands. William 

died of pneumonia in 1872 at the age of 28 leaving my 


great-grandmother Polly Ann Bond Cruthirds (later 
Eldridge) to care alone for three little children. my 
grandmother Sarah Lydia Cruthirds, born in I868 and then 
4+ years old, Bill) (age 3). and Wash (age 1). Polly Ann 


would leave my grandmother in charge of her two young 
brothers and go out in the fields to work, but the four- 
year-old couldn't manage the toddler and the baby. 
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Thus Polly Ann Bond Cruthirds wasn't able to make it alone 
and moved back to Wiggins (not so named yet) to live 
with her mother and father Russel and Lydia Nelson Bond. 
From the five years she spent as a child in the Russel Bond 
house my grandmother remembered her grandmother 
Lydia as rather sour and angry. Now that I know Lydia 
Bond had lost her two oldest sons, 4-1/2 months and 1 
month before the end of the War, I think she must have 
been very depressed by their deaths to say nothing of the 
effect on the formerly well-off family from the hard 
struggle to survive in Reconstruction. (Once during World 
War II I got a_ heartfelt lecture from my Grandma about 
the sufferings of an occupied country when [ bemoaned the 
capture of Paris by the Germans which had occurred the 
day before.) 


I don't believe Polly Ann Bond Cruthirds's second husband 
Napoleon Bonaparte Eldridge was a war veteran. She 
married him in about 1877. In about 1894 he shot himself 
in his house at Lyman, Milississippi, a house that Polly Ann 
had homesteaded. It was on the old road north from the 
Gulf (can't remember the name of the road right now). In 
1924 long after her second husband's death, Polly Ann 
Bond (Cruthirds) Eldridge applied for a pension on the _ basis 
of William Cruthird's record. It was remarkable that Polly 
Ann married two men after the Civil War when there was a 
severe shortage of men in the South. 


Napoleon B. Eldridge died in when his daughter Aunt Nell 


Eldridge (later Lowery, my grandmother's half-sister) was 
14. She discovered him dead in his bedroom when_ she 
brought him his morning coffee. The new owners of that 


house have heard and felt a ghost in that room and Nell's 
son Oscar Lowery and JI were mesmerized by their stories a 
few years ago when we visited them in the newly 
redecorated house.

*Eli Washington O’Neal, *William O’Neal, 
2 Arthur O’Neal, ‘John Shell O’Neal 


Eli Washington O’Neal, the eighth and last child of 
William O’Neal and Susannah Dickey O’Neal, was born on 
November 27, 1843. After serving in the Civil War, he made 
his way to Poplarville in Marion (now Pearl River) County. He 
found lodging with William Hudson Rouse and Seleta Ann 
‘Sidie’ Flurry Rouse. They had a red-haired young daughter 
named Mary Ann Rouse, born May 2, 1845. 


Eli Washington O’Neal and Mary Ann Rouse 

Eli and Mary married on November 14, 1867. They 
homesteaded 160 acres of land in Harrison County, at the 
crossroads where Highway 67 and Bethel Road intersect. They 
satisfied the homestead requirement by building a log house 
and clearing some of the land. They also began populating the 
land, with the first of 11 children born on August 28, 1868. 
After meeting the requirements for permanently owning the 
land, Eli and Mary filed another homestead on the 160 acres 
next to theirs. They built another log house, and cleared more 
land> Another mani contéstéd the Secorid ioriéstéad, and 
attempted to wrest the 160 acres away from Eli. The case went 
to the State Supreme Court, where Eli won. 

Eli and Mary also continued the population expansion, with 
the last child, Loren, born on December 12, 1889. In 1894 
Mary’s sister Martha Rouse Scarborough died, leaving a three- 
month-old daughter, Lona Louvenia Scarborough., whom Eli 
and Mary adopted. 

By 1912, they had over 50 descendants, including grand- 
children and sons- and daughters-in-law. 
Eventually Eli and Mary built a more modem, two-story house, 
and the log house was abandoned. No sign of the two log 
houses remains. The 320 acres stayed intact until Mary died in 
1918. It then was split up among the children. Loren wound 
up with 80 acres, including the land with the house. The house 
burned down in 1948, and Loren rebuilt on the same site. He 
lived there until he died in 1956. His son, Loren Eli, has lived 
there since 1957, expanding and improving the house.

About 1900 Eli sold two acres to the Poplar Head Methodist 
Church for use as a church site and cemetery. He died August 
31, 1912, and was the first person buried there. Mary lived 
until March 10, 1918, and is buried beside him. Numerous 
descendants and relatives also are buried there.

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.. Introducing Our Ancestor 
Matheldridge “Shell” O’ Neal

Shell O’Neal 1836 - 1912 


Shell was the fifth child of James Benton O’Neal and 
Thana Dickey and was born on November 9, 1836 in 


Elizabeth was a very active and outstanding missionary of 
the time, and is recognized today for having helped.to 
organize some of the strongest country churches in the * 
area including the uniting of two disbanded Churches 
(Cancelling Hill Baptist Church and Red Hill Baptist 
Church) into Paramount Baptist Church. 


shell was a restless, colorful man, having inherited some 
of his grandfather’s trading and business skills. He was 
an organizer himself, and along with some of the other 
early citizens, established’ one of the earliest one-room 
schools in the northwest part of Jackson County. They 
hired Michael Cox, who had studied to be a priest in 
Ireland, as its first teacher. Later this school was moved 
further south and east across Little Red Creek and onto 
“Backbone Ridge”. This took place around 1893 to 1895, 
and this was still the only existing school serving these 
three communities of Daisy, Vestry, and Carterville. Then. 
in 1906, about fifteen families bought stock to build a 
larger and more modern school and called it Daisy- Vestry. 


After accumulating a wealth of land, cattle, and sheep in 
South Mississippi, Shell sold out what he didn’t give 
away, and then loaded a whole wagon train with family, 
teams, and supplies, and other personal belongings, and 
headed for Texas to make another fortune. His fifteenth 
child, Eugene Byron O’Neal, was born in Texas. A son, 
Persey, was buried there at the age of nine. 


Only legend tells us the next several years of Shell and 
Elizabeth’s life, but I can imagine it to be trying and 
disappointing years. There wasn’t an awareness of the 
seven-year drought that came about the time they got 
miles of barbed wire fences strung and livestock 
established in Texas. All we know for sure is that they 
returned here and lived in a house right by where 
Sunflower Church stands today.

there.

Shell made some trips back and forth to Texas, and 
somehow made his way into Washington County, 
Alabama just north of Chathom.

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-The following is a history of Shell O’Neal 
‘as remembered by Billie (Bill) J. O’Neal. 
Sometime in 1886 or 1887, Grandpa Matheldridge (Shell) 


O’Neal came to the area of Millry, near Chatom, Alabama 
area in what is now known as Washington County. 


Shell left Mississippi, (Now what J am telling here was 


* not known to the Alabama O’Neals until about 1961) he 


can 


met and married Sara Angeline Carpenter who was born 
in 1869 and was married in 1887. They had eight children 
that I know of being: Dan, Donnie, Vironie, Melissa, 
Suzie, Maggie, Bud (my Dad) and Print. Dan and Suzie 
lived only five years each, the others all had very large 
families and most live in southern Alabama. 


When my Dad (Bud) was fishing on Taylors Creek, which 
is three miles south of Millry on Highway 17, an eld black 
man came up on the other side and started fishing in the 
same fishing hole. The old man hollered across the creek 
wanting to know my Dad’s name. Dad told him and the 
man asked Dad if he was related to Shell O’Neal and Dad 
identified Shell as being his father. The old man started 
cutting up and hollering again and nearly fell in the creek. 
Then the old man told Dad the story about Shell bringing 
him to Alabama from Mississippi on horseback. The boy 
was raised by Shell and Sara until he was a young man. 
He then left and married and moved away to Choctaw 
County, which is just north of Washington County. He 
had moved back to Millry a few months prior to this 
meeting on Taylor Creek. 


Grandpa Shell was quite a man, they say, who made a 
living farming and logging. He and Sara (we all knew her 
by the name of Sally) built a log cabin one and a half 
miles back in the woods near Yarbo, Alabama. Yarbo is 
between Millry and Chatom, but no map shows Yarbo 
anymore. There he raised his second family after leaving 
15 kids in Mississippi. (A note here: we believe there 
were eleven in Alabama but can only come up with eight. 
Dad had told me some were stillborn and only lived a 
short while. However none of those were named.) The 
old home site is completely grown up now; the only thing 
left is a spring north of the house which, the last time I 
looked in 1954 still had a cypress lumber cord in it. 


In Shell’s logging business, he and his men would cut logs 
and float them several miles down Sinabogue Creek to 
Tombigbee River near Jackson, Alabama. There he and 
his men would tie together several hundred logs and float 
them down the river to Mobile. He had two ways in 
returning from Mobile. One, he would catch a train to the 
end of the line, which was just north of Chatom and south 
of Yarbo. He would have the black boy to meet him with 
oxen and cart in order to carry the kegs of money he had 
from selling the timber. However, unbeknownst to his 
family, he would come home with a certain amount of 


money and the family was satisfied that was all he had. Inv 
actuality, he and the black boy would hide most of the 
money in various places between the end of the rail line 
and home, which was approximately four miles. The 
money was never recovered, and of course those two are 
now dead. 


The place where Shell arrived at the end of the rail line 
came to be known as Shell’s Landing until around 1951 
when it was changed to the local lumber tycoon’s name of 
Jordan (after Ellis Jordan). 


The other route home was back through his old home state 
of Mississippi where he reportedly purchased several 
thousand acres of land for $0.25 an acre. The problem 
was, he never told either the Mississippi or Alabama 
families about his ownership of said land. Sometime 
around 1946, maybe earlier (I was about 9 or 10 years) a 
group of lawyers cametour house tooking for Shell’s 
heirs to sign away oil leases to the present land owners. 
Up until that time, none of the Alabama O’Neals knew 
anything about land in Mississippi and we did not know a 
first family existed; Grandpa Shell kept such things to 
himself. We, Woodrow Reynols (my cousin), Bud (my 
Dad), Print, Tommy, Mae O’Neal and myself, went to 
Mississippi and met Uncle Gene (Eugene) and his family. 
That was the first time we met Shirley and Joy O’Neal. 
My Uncle Print spent a lot of money trying to retrieve the 
missing land, to no avail. Shell had neglected to pay the 
yearly taxes and subsequently the state took it back and 
opened it up for homesteading. At the time of the 
lawyers’ visit, the new owners’ grandchildren lived on it 
so there was no way to regain the land. 


One day, near the house, Grandpa Shell was cutting a tree 
and it fell on him, knocking him out. His dog alerted the 
family, who came and got it off him. His brain was 
apparently damaged and he was never the same after that. 
The warm weather bothered him to the point his family 
could not take care of him. He was admitted to the Bryce 
Hospital in Tuscaloosa, Alabama in the summer and he 
would come home in the winter in cool weather seasons. 
He died at the Bryce Hospital on November 10, 1912 and 
was interred there in the hospital cemetery. 


My brother Tommy advises me that the cemetery is to be 
removed for apartment housing and we are in the planning 
stages of bringing his remains back to the Pleasant Hill 
(Cold Springs) Cemetery east of Millry, Alabama where 
Grandma Sara (Sally) is buried.

THE DICKEY PLANTATION 


The map above might be as close as we'll ever come, but 
we won't lose hope. We'll keep trying! On the map of the 
southeastern United States, the #14 should be the same as #1 
on the above, meaning the first generation of our O'Neal 
family to have a home in Mississippi territory. The lake 
shown just above the #1 is known now as "Lang Lake", but 
was not named during the existence of Tara. The graves of 
Arthur, Hannah, and Hark are lost. There is some legend 
that says they were washed away by the change in the course 
of the creek. Several others of the Dickey family may also 
have been affected by that event. 

The #2 (meaning 2nd generation) in the lower corner of 
section 14 is William's home site. The "C" (for cemetery) 
nearby is his grave site location. Susanna is not buried 
there but is buried in the Bond-Hickman Cemetery. Both 
graves need our attention. 

The #2 in section 12 is where the James O'Neal home was, 
and the nearby "C" is the cemetery where he and Thaney were 
buried, originating a well-kept cemetery. Their daughter, 
Aimeda, who married James Cooper, was heir to her father's 
plantation. It is believed that the land upon which William 
and James each settled and raised their families, was either 
Arthur O'Neal land or George Dickey, Sr., land, or a combinaticn

JOHN (SHANE) O'NEAL came to South Carolina, a middle-aged, 
energetic, educated man, with good business-experience, 
and substantially well-off financially. The DICKEY Fam-

It soon developed that JOHN went from GEORGETOWN up The 
Great Pee-Dee River, where he established a Mercantile- . 
business at present DARLINGTON. Here again there was ae 
a dormitory-wing built-on, where JOHN could entertain 
PEGGY and their children when they chose to be there, 


When this family arrived in South Carolina, they became 
eligible "for free Bounty-Land set-aside for the Irish 

in Belfast Township". Some of The Irish first congre- 
gated around CAMDEN, but family-by-family they moved 

to the NEWBWRRY CO. area where they probably felt 

more at home in "Belfast Township". Here JOHN eventually _ 
built an elegant home (for-the-times), and moved their 


better personal belongings here, where, it is said, 
"three generations of their family lived under the sacred 


old roof". Here their plantation was not far distant 3 
from the residence of friends who lived on Broad River, ~ 
at a place designated on a modern Map as "STROTHER". fis 
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From this place a branch of the O'NEAL Trade-Route, 
leading into northwest South Carolina, into The Cher- 
okee Nation, was recorded in History as part of 
"O'NEAL'S PATH", John O'Neal had placed a Cherokee 
Indian to work in his store at Darlington, to teach 

his young son ARTHUR the Cherokee language. By the 
time Arthur's "beard-was-sprouting", he and his Indian 
companion were Heading long trains of supplies sent 

py Arthur's father for distribution among the Cherokees, 
Arthur's pet-name was "Barney". The Cherokees liked 

an "L" in their names, and ARTHUR became “CHIEF BLARNEY" 
to them. This amused Arthur. He never tried to cor- 
rect it. The part of his father's trade which Arthur 
liked best, was when The McIntosh's and Arthur's 
father imported a boat-load of African Slaves. This 
meant "big-doings" at Georgetown and Charleston, until 
homes were found for these Black Adventurers. Arthur's 
father purchased one of these men for him, which he 
called "HARK". He was the son of an African Chief,

When JOHN O'NEAL came to South Carolina in 1768, it = 
seemed almost certain that the American Colonies would = 
sooner or later rebel against England. He had been here kod 
about seven years, when street-fighting actually broke- a 


out in the Northern Colonies. On July 4, 1776, the 


Declaration of Independence was signed in Philadelphia. 

Three of JOHN'S IRISH FRIENDS were Signers - HART, at 
PAINE and McKANE. rat 
France had agreed to assist America in her campaign O 
against the British, and GENERAL LAFAYETTE was coming g 

to America to lend his knowledge and experience. He ©) 

was accompanied by another Military expert, GENERAL a 


BARON JOHANN DEKALB of Germany. In 1777 their 

Vessel entered American waters. They had intended to 
land at Charleston,but being cautious lest Charleston 
had fallen into English hands, they first anchored at 
an island near Georgetown. Arthur was then at his fa- 
ther's warehouse in Georgetown, and the adventurous 
youth was soon aboard their vessel. They recognized 
him as an intelligent lad, mature far beyong his years. 


LAFAYETTE invited ARTHUR to accompany them on their 
trip to Charleston. It was on this trip that ARTHUR 
and GENERAL DEKALB struck-up a friendship which 
lasted until Dekalb received mortal wounds in the 
Battle of Camden in 1780. LAFAYETTE had then returned 
to France to solicit badly needed financial aid for 


America. CAPTAIN FRANCIS HATTEN, a native of Norfolk 


a: ere 
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County, Virginia, then living in South Carolina, also 
went along to solicit aid to buy clothing and uniforms, 
for the American soldiers. Capt. HATTEN after the 
War, settled in Georgia. Mention is made of this, due 
to the fact that in Mississippi, there have been fre- 
quent marriages between the O'NEAL-HATTEN Families. 


ARTHUR O'NEAL was not of the right age, to enlist as 

a soldier in the Revolution, but he was a valuable 

scout for GENERAL DEKALB, as well as for COLONEL 

LEMUEL BENTON. He knew every cow-path, TIndian-trail, 
ereek, swamp and settlement in South Carolina. He was 
used as a scout among the Cherokees, to see if they were 
allies of England, or of the American Colonies. The 
day GENERAL DEKALB died, he had received intelligence 
from ARTHUR in regard to trouble which the TORIES 


were creating among some Cherokees. 


COLONEL LEMUEL BENTON of DARLINGTON once placed ARTHUR 

to guard some prisoners-of-war at The Bull-Pen near 

KOLB'S Ferry. The Kolb's were kin to the Benton's. 

A squad of deserters, (captured Tories) were put in 

the Pen. Their Tory-leader escaped and Arthur rode 

after him and soon brought-him-in. He looked to ARTHUR 
like one of the relatives of the Newberry Co. O'NEAL’S, 

who lived in Union Co., &.C., whom Arthur knew had 
turned-Tory. Colonel Benton ordered Arthur "to make 

an example of him - hang him immediately on-the-spot". 
The shocked youth fumbled around, swallowed hard, and 

with the help of a kindly old man, proceeded with his 
grissly task, THIS MADE ARTHUR SICK. Capt. John 

McIntosh and General Dekalb appeared on the scene, and 
assured him the victim was not the person he thought 

he was. Dekalb consoled the pale, trembling 15-yr.-old 
youth with all the consideration of a father, until the 
shock-of-his-deed had passed. In regard to this incident, 
Arthur's son JAMES said of his father - "That day our 
father became a Man!", After DEKALB'S death, they gave 
his silver German sabre to Arthur. He had it at "Tara" in 
Perry Co., Miss. 
born in 1824, James named this son the full name of 
GENERAL BARON JOHANN DEKALB. James O'Neal had a brother 


WILLIAM, born 1803, who named a son COLONEL LEMUEL BENTON. 


JOHN (SHANE) O'NEAL, the Immigrant to S.C., was not 
engaged in active Military duty in the American Revolu- 
tion, but his proven Descendents should be eligible 

to belong to THE DAUGHTER'S AND SONS OF THE AMERICAN 
REVOLUTION. This would be on his record for furnishing 
Commissary-Supplies for The Detachment of Colonel Lemuel 
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When Arthur's oldest son JAMES had a son 
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Commander Of The American Forces on The 

Pee-Dee River in South Carolina. Colonel Lemuel 

Benton served under General Marion. (REFERENCE: 

GREGG'S "HISTORY OF THE OLD CHERAWS", page 411.) 

This particular record is dated 1782. No doubt 

JOHN O'NEAL furnished Supplies to many other sources 

thruout the War Years, for goods and supplies came 

into his Commissary over trade-routes from all over 

the American Colonies. His record of furnishing 
supplies to the American Army during the Revolution 

is all that is needed for eligibility to member- 

ship in the Daughters and Sons Of The American 
Revolution. THIS COULD BE DEVELOPED IN YOUR NEXT 
REPORT OF "HY-NIALL”. This 1979 Report of “Hy-Niall" 
could be filed at DAR Headquarters (permanently). 

A person wishing to join, in filling-out his papers, 
could attach a Zerox-copy of The Bible Record of 

JAMES O'NEAL, born 1801, or WILLIAM O'NEAL, born 1803, 
(which see, herein), then a copy of their extended 
Charts, which follows their Bible Records (see, herein), 
would accompany the papers which they fill-out,

In 1783, when ARTHUR O'NEAL was about age 18, he went 
into the Cherokee Nation, and there established a 
Mercantile-store in his own name, first at Ross's 
Landing in Tenn. and later at a Place North of (present) 
Huntsville, Alabama, As time passed, he visited S.C. 
less often. Eventually his only trips there was to 
attend to his trading activities. He adopted fringed 
buck-skin clothing,and looked tantalizingly handsome in 


such attire. ; 


This caused his family much concern. His mother prayed 
that there would be no Indian romance. If there was such 
an alliance, it remains Arthur's well-kept secret. His 
family was constantly poking-around in his private life, 
but the report always came-back "........ Arthur is 
working very hard, making-money;. his leisure hours 

find him occupied with hunting and fishing, cock-fights 


and horse-racing". 
About 1800, on one of his rare visits to South Carolina, 
he proposed marriage to his child-hood sweetheart, Miss 


HANNAH BENTON of Darlington, sister of Col. Lemuel 
Benton. He persuaded her to go live with him at his 
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home in the Indian Nation, north of present Huntsville, 
Alabama. She agreed, but busied herself with organi- 
zing a Settlement consisting of some friends and rela- 
tives, to go there also. Arthur was "noising-it-around" 
too, about all this free land, no boss, no Government, 
etc. Before cold weather set-in, this little intimate 
group had made their Settlement. Arthur was "their 
Monarch", and Hannah was "his Queen", Hannah did 

not well-adjust to the lack of her S.C. comforts. She 
was soon "with child". As her Blessed-Event pro- 
gressed it was decided that she would go to a 

place in Tennessee called "STROTHER'S MEETING 

PLACE" where Hannah and Arthur had old and close 
friends. She was accompanied on this trip by their 


LIBRARY 


trusted old friend ANDREW JACKSON, later the Presi - ‘ 


of the United States. On this journey they passed 
the place in Tenn., where Jackson intended to build 
“THE HERMITAGE". It was not far to the East, near 
present GALLATIN, where JAMES O'NEAL was born in 1801. 


When James was two months old, Hannah made it known that 
she wished to return to South Carolina, And Hannah 

did return to South Carolina. Arthur sold his business ,. 
at Huntsville to one of the McIntosh's, and he followed 
Hannah to South Carolina. But he was soon trading 

again and absent from home much of the time. In 1803, 
their son WILLIAM was born in Laurens Co., S.C. and 

Arthur did not see him until he was three months old. 
Arthur had branched-out into "new-fields-to-conquer", 

and his trade-routes soon included §.C., Ga., (present) 
Miss. Ala. and Fla. He learned to speak the Creek and 
Choctaw language, and some say he could even converse with 
the Seminoles. HE TURNED-ON ALL HIS CHARM, AND PERSUADED 
HANNAH TO GO LIVE WITH HIM IN THE CREEK NATION! Here 

they had an exciting life, and Arthur was at-home much 

of the time. They settled near present Talladega, 

Ala., where their old friend ALEXANDER MCINTOSH had 

also settled, and they had a nice social life here. 


When the fury of the War of 1812 cut-loose, Arthur 
O'Neal and Alexander McIntosh were operating a Supply- 
Storage-Depot for the use of General Andrew Jackson's 
American Army, located about 20 miles from Talledega, 
In 1813, JACKSON ordered that a FORT be built here, 
which they named “FORT STROTHER". Arthur sent his 
family to live with The Dickey Family in GreenCo., 
Miss. AND JUST IN TIME! Arthur witnessed here near 
FORT STROTHER, the slaughter of thousands of Creek 
Indians, many of them his friends, with whom he had 
enjoyed a lucrative trade. <A mis-guided element 
among these Indians began slaughtering whole families 
of newly-arrived American Settlers, and when they 
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fiendishly murdered JESSE LOTT, AND HIS ENTIRE FAMILY, 
General Jackson was ordered to make safe, and secure 
the way for American Immigration. THIS HE DID - QUITE 
THOROUGHLY! 


Tn 1817, ARTHUR and HANNAH O'NEAL, and their two sons, 
were living at TARA; in Southern Perry Co., Miss., a 
place Arthur had prepared where his Family COULD BE 
TOGETHER FOR THE REST OF THEIR LIVES! Arthur promised 
Hannah that he would never go on another TRADING 
EXPEDITION. He kept his word. Two sons of this mar- 
riage, married DICKEY sisters. JAMES BENTON O'NEAL 
married THANA DICKEY, and WILLIAM O'NEAL married 
SUSANNA DICKEY, By 1979, there are hundreds of Des- 
cendents of the name of O'NEAL, living in South Miss- 
issippi. After Arthur and Hannah had died, there was 
still a room full of IRISH LINENS and TRISH LACES, made 
in BELFAST, WHICH ARE ENJOYED 150 YEARS LATER, by some 
of their Descendents. 


This writer is no blood-kin to the O'NEAL'S, but is one 
who is familiar with their behavior, and triumphs, and 
their treatment of their fellow-man since their Ances- 
tors migrated over 150 years ago to this area, and 
is a Witness to the fact that they so-lived as to be 
able to marry into families of the finest and first 
RESPECTABILITY! Arthur O*’Neal probably has more 
Descendents in Stone Co., Miss., who bear a family- 
name which is not O'NEAL, ‘than he has Descendents 
"born-an-O'NEAL." These words from the lips of ARTHUR 
O'NEAL still live today ....... "THE O'NEAL'S NEVER 
qua TRYING!" This Family bears a dignity which comes 
rom Centuries of Good Breeding. There is a virtual 
TRIBE of kinsmen in this southern area.

In order to attract Settlers to the Province of South 

Carolina, an attractive Bounty was offered by the Gov- 
enor, to those who would adventure forth. Transporta- 
tion from their foreign Port Of Embarkation was offer- 
ed.

‘Bounty. This Act, passed in South Carolina, 25 July 
1761, did attract families of most excellent standing,
